CHAPTER Y. 

burr’s DUEL WITH ALEXANDER HAMILTON 
As soon as Colonel Burr became Vice- 
President, one paper, the American Citi¬ 
zen, “conducted wholly in the interest” 
of DeWitt Clinton, commenced to write 
pieces against him containing lies of the 
worst kind. Alexander Hamilton also 
wrote letters against him. In February, 
1804, Burr was nominated, at a public 
meeting in New York City, as candidate 
for Governor in this State. Judge Mor¬ 
gan Lewis was the opposing candidate. 
The election stood for Lewis 35,000, 
Burr 28,000. During this election Charles 
D. Cooper wrote a letter to a friend, 
which was afterwards published in sever¬ 
al papers, containing two sentences about 
Aaron Burr. One was, “General Ham¬ 
ilton and Judge Kent have declared, in 
Bubstance, that they look upon Mr. Burr 
to be a dangerous man, and one who 
ought not to be trusted with the reins of 
government.” The other was, “I could

If you do not govern yourself 
in all your conversation with her by the 
same laws of courtesy which you ob¬ 
serve in your conversation with the 
callers in your parlors, you are a very 
vulgar person. The maid in your kitch¬ 
en is a woman ; the guest in your parlor 
is nothing more. Will you give to silks 
and feathers and a purse what you deny! 
to womanhood % This is the very es¬ 
sence of vulgarity. Do not say that 
the guest never trier, your temper, as the 
servant does. You kiiow that many of 
those whom you greet are beyond your 
sight. The laws of good manners lead 
you to treat their deceitfulness with for¬ 
bearance. Should they not require equal 
forbearance toward the ignorant Irish 
girl in your kitchen ,—Hearth and 
Home.

down.nudhe didn’t saya word; buttlien,his 
was always bowed down. He caught, 
right hold of my master’s hand, and they 
went into the house, and we didn’t see 
him, again till next evening. Tbe da}' 
Hamilton was buried was a bad day for 
him and he did not eat any dinner nor go 
out for his walk along the rivei’, but ho 
walked to and fro along the corridor up¬ 
stairs with his hands behind him. Wo 
could hear the funeral guns sounding up 
from New .York. Burr kept his servant 
in the room with him night and day, and 
lio hud a case of pistols and sword in hi« 
room with him. He stayed with my 
master some time and practiced a good 
deal at target shooting down by the river 
bank, and I, myself, have seen a white 
birch tree where ho had shot twelve ballsi 
into a spaee no larger than my hand.’ ” 

After this, Aaron Burr thought ho had 
bQttqr retire a while from the scene of 
excitement. So on Saturday evening 
(July 21st, 1804,) he left Richmond Hill 
and proceeded down the river. At nine 
o’clock on Sunday morning, he arrived 
opposite Commodore Tmxton’s residence 
at Perth, Amboy, New Jersey, .yrh ere lie 
proceeded up to the house. On Monday 
morning, the Commodore carried him, 
with his own horses and carriage, 40 
Cranberry, a. distanco of about twenty 
miles. From this place he went to Phila- 
dslphia. While here he heard that the Cor- 
cuior’s jury in New York had been sit¬ 
ting since the funeral, and on August 2d 
brought in a verdict that, “Aaron Burr, 
Esquire, Vice-President of the United 
States, was guilty of the murder of Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton, and that William P. 
VanNess and Nathaniel Pendleton were 
accessories.” The question was never 
decided any further.

done, it only loses in sweetness by longer 
boiling. Like all fresh vegetables, it 
should be put into boiling water to cook. 
Almost all people prefer to gnaw it di¬ 
rectly from the cob, but it may be sliced 
off as soon ns done and seasoned with 1 
cream and salt, or with a small piece of| 
butter, salt and pepper. 

Succotash.— It is customary to use 
one-third as much of beans as of corn. 
Lima beans are usually preferred, but; 
any kind of fresh beans may be used. 
The beans required a longer boiling than 
the corn. Lima beans should be boiled 
an hour. More of the corn flavor will 
be obtained if the cobs are boiled with 
the beans for about twenty minutes be¬ 
fore putting in the corn sliced from them. 
Season when nearly done with milk, 
cream or butter, as } r ou prefer, with salt, 
and perhaps a little pepper. 

To Make Hard Water Soft. —Take 
one ounce of fresh lime and stir it well 
in a bucket of water ; then stir all thor¬ 
oughly in a barrel of water, and as soon, 
as it settles, the water will be soft and 
fit for use as it will drive all imparities 
to the bottom. River water when muddy 
is better to drink by this process. 

Mouldiness. —Fruit jellies ma}’ - bo 
preserved from mouldiness by covering 
the surface one-fourth of an inch deep 
with finely pulverized loaf sugar. Thus 
I protected, they will keep in good condi¬ 
tion for years. 

To Take Out Mildew. —Use bar soap 
and powdered chalk. Wet the cloth, 
rub on the mixture, and lay it in the sun. 

To Tint the walls of a room buff, 
which in many cases is a striking and 
pretty color, add yellow ochre to the 
whitewesh until the color suits you.

1873, the Acceptable Year. 

B. A. went west in April, 1873 and 
planted himself on a homestead in Ne¬ 
braska, west of Lincoln. He had never 
been a soldier, and so could only obtain 
eighty acres near the railroad. But wish¬ 
ing a larger farm he bought 160 adjoin¬ 
ing acres of the Burlington and Missouri 
Hirer Railroad at five dollars an acre, 
and on ten years’ credit. 

He has “broken” forty acres of prairie, 
planting half with sod corn, and half with 
forest or fruit trees. By this very act he 
has gained a discount of ten per cent, 
from the land-price. Next year he will 
raise wheat where his sod-com is now 
growing ; and will break up forty acres 
more. He will thus secure an abate¬ 
ment of ten per cent, more from the orig¬ 
inal price of his land. The reduction of 
price thus obtained is equivalent to get¬ 
ting thirty-two acres gratis, or to such 
an addition to his homestead, and that 
on homestead terms. In other words, 
$160 are thrown off from the principal

On Thursday of last week there was 
one of the greatest crowds at Mexico 
Point that ever gathered there—perhaps 
the greatest. It was a day of Sunday- 
school picnics. The Baptist school of 
this village, the schools of South Mexico, 
Vermillion, Mullen Hill, Denton’s Cor¬ 
ners, and one from Holmesville, were 
all there, with crowds of their friends. 
And as if these were not enough, “Old 
Man Barker’s Great Traveling Menag¬ 
erie” traveled all the way there from this 
village, and made nine dollars gross, to 
be shared among the whole company. 
As this is a “combination troupe,” and 
therefore considered of doubtful ethics, 
we have made no attempt to learn who 
of the Sunday-school folks patronized it, 
because we wish to preserve the good 
reputation of them all. A revolving 
swing was also on the ground, and we 
think none of the pleasure-seekers could 
be blamed much for consoling themselves 
in these ways for the unpleasantness of 
the rainy afternoon, if consolation could 
be found in them. But we are afraid it 
couldn’t, and think the showmen and 
swing-man, whose hopes of money-making I 
were thus wet down, especially deserving 
of sympathy. Mr. Borland, having lost 
several of his snakos, was not present 
with his menagerie. 


Meteorology. 

The mean temperature of the month 
of July, 1873, was 69.5°. Coldest Ju¬ 
ly since 1854, was in 1860,62.0°; warm¬ 
est in 1868, 79.1°. 

The average temperature at 7 a. m., 
was 65.1°, at 2 p. m., 76.2°, and at 9 p. 
m., 65.4°. 

Coldest day was that of the 6 th, 57.3°; 
warmest day 25th, 77.0°. 

Warmest day in July during the past 
20 years was in 1868, 86.3° 

The mercury reached 80° or above 
that point on 14 different days during 
the month. 

The amount of rain that fell was 6 .1 
inches; this is the greatest amount of rain 
that has fallen in July during the same 
number of years. The least amount 
fell in 1864, 1.1 inch. 

Looking at things as they now appear 
we have not had so unfavorable a season 
for crops generally as the present, dur¬ 
ing the memory of the present genera¬ 
tion. 

The season of harvest is a timo look¬ 
ed forward to with anticipations of joy 
and gladness to the husbandman. It is 
the same when he expects the reward of 
his toil and labor. He has plowed and 
sown his seed, and waited for the “early 
and the latter rain,” and though his full 
expectations may not be realized he has 
no cause to murmur or complain so long 
as his daily wants are supplied, and man 
deals justly with him. The bounties of 
nature are gifts and not demands, so that 
if we do not the present season reap tho 
full measure of our wishes we will try 
to be content, and look forward to the 
future with anticipations of better returns 
in move propitious seasons.

This lodge is in a healthy condition, 
with a fair membership, out of debt, with 
some funds ahead. They have a good 
melodeon. We have had to live through 
many discouragements. At times it 
seemed as if we must disband, but we 
had too much vitality to die. We had 
too much principle and pluck, likewise, 
to be frowned down, so we have kept 
along as a sort of a moral beacon, to 
show to tho world that there is moral 
principle in th^place. Unlike many of 
our lodges, we have not the popular reli¬ 
gious element of the place in sympathy 
with us. There are some good Christians 
who sympathize with us, but they are 
not the popular ones. One of our cler¬ 
gymen, Rev. A. P. Phinney, is with us, 
body and soul. The Good Templars are 
circulating temperance literature among 
the people. The dealers of. ram are not 
forgotten in the distribution. The 
peace officers are also informed of their 
duties. Our landlords, we learn, are 
very particular to whom they sell liquor. 
The druggists are often imposed upon by 
third parties, and this is a fruitful source 
of intemperance. There are no licensed 
saloons in this place. At our last town 
meeting the licensing of saloons was a side 
issue. Mr. Foley, the Democratic can¬ 
didate for Supervisor, was pledged not 
to license saloons, and he was elected. 
C. Tisdale, Esq., the Republican candi¬ 
date for justice of the peace was also 
pledged, and lie was elected. There is a 
growing hatred hero to the liquor traffic. 
A son of one of our first citizens was 
overtaken by the vile monBter alcohol, 
not long since; in short, on a spree, and 
as a consequence he has been prostrated 
most of tho time since by sickness. AYe 
know of him and his companions coining 
to the Carley House and asking for liquor^ 
but Captain Alar ah positively refused to 
grant the request, and not only refused 
but politely conducted them to the out¬ 
side of the house. It is no new thing for 
the Captain to refuse men who ask for 
liquor, and he has watched men whom 
he has refused, and know thorn to have 
their flasks filled elsewhere, and come to 
his house to drink, but he would not allow 
them that peculiar privilege.

of appeals, of justices of the supreme court, of the 
judge of tlie superior court of the city of New York, 
of the judge of tlie court of common pleas of th* 
city and county of New York, of the judge of the su¬ 
perior court of Buffalo, of the judge of tho city of 
Brooklyn, of the eonnty judge of the several counties 
of this State, shall bo hereafter filled by appointment, 
pursuant to section seventeen, article six of tho con¬ 
stitution. 

Passed April 26, 1873 ; three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Tlie question whether the officer of chief 
judga and asstciatc judge of tlie court of appeals, the 
justices of the supreme court, tiie judges of tho superior 
court of tlie city of New York, of the court of common 
plcn.s of tire city and county of New York, of tlie su¬ 
perior court of Buffalo, of the city court of Brooklyn, 
and the county judge of tlid several counties of this 
State, shall hereafter be filled by appointment, shall lie 
submitted to the electors of this State, at the general 
election to be held on Tuesday succeeding tne first 
Monday of November next, as provided in section seven¬ 
teen of article six of the constitution of this State, in 
tlie manner hereinafter mentioned. 

§ 2. The inspectors of election in each election dis¬ 
trict in the State shall provide two boxes, in which they 
shall deposit the ballots of tijo electors upon the ques> 
tion whether the judges and justices of the several 
courts named in the first section of this act shall hereaf¬ 
ter be filled by appointment. One of said boxes shall 
be labeled “appointment or election of the chief judge 
and associate judges of tho court of appeals and of jus- 
tiees of the supreme court.” The other one shall be la¬ 
beled “appointment or election of judges of city and 
county courts.” Each citizen entitled to vote at such 
election may vote two ballots, as follows : One of them 
shall be endorsed “appointment or election of the chief 
judge and associate judges of the court of appeals, and 
of the justices of the supreme court,” and shall con¬ 
tain on the inside when folded, the words, “shall the of¬ 
fices of tlie chief judge and associate judgo of the court of 
appeals and of the justices of the supreme court be 
hereafter filled by appointment—Yes,” or the words, 

“ shall the offices of chief judge and associate judge of 
tlie court of appeals, and of the justices of the supreme 
court he hereafter filled by appointment—No ;”^.nd all 
such ballots shall be deposited in the boxes labeled 
“appointment or election of chief judge and associate 
judges of the court of appeals and justices of the su¬ 
premo court.” The other of said ballots shall bo in¬ 
dorsed, “appointment or election of judges of city and 
county courts,” and on the inside, when folded shall 
contain tlie words, “shall tho offices of tlie judge of tho 
superior court of the city of New York, of the judgo 
of the court of common pleas of tho city and county of 
New York, of the judge of the superior court of Buffa¬ 
lo, of the judge of the city court of Brooklyn, of the 
county judge of tlie several comities of this State, be 
hereafter filled by appointment—Yes,” or the words 
“shall the offices of the judge of tho superior court of 
the city of New York, of the judge of thecourt of com¬ 
mon pleas of the city and county of New York, of tlie 
judge of the superior court of Buffalo, of the judge of 
tho city court of Brooklyn, of tho county judge of the 
several counties of this State be hereafter filled by aj 
pointment—No.” And all such ballots shall bo deposi¬ 
ted in the boxes labeled “appointment or election of the 
judges of tlie city and county courts.” 

§ 3. The inspectors of election in each election dis¬ 
trict, after the closing of the polls of such election, shall 
count and canvass separately, the btdlots deposited in 
cacli of the said boxes in the manner prescribed by law 
in reference to.other elections, and shall ascertain t he 
whole si umber,of ballots upon each of tho questions to 
be subeftitted as,(v(pre*aid. The inspectors, after having 
so counted mbd ballots shall set down in writing tho 
whole number on such ballots upon suchqucstion,and tit- 
whole number for and against each of the said ques¬ 
tions, and shall certify and make return of tho said sev¬ 
eral votes in tho same manner as prescribed by law in 
reference to other ballots at a general election. 

§ 4. Tire votes so given shall be canvassed by the sev- 
veral boards of county canvassers Rt tho next meeting 
thereof aftor such election, and the aggregate results iu 
the several counties shall be canvassed and certified by 
the board of State canvassers. The existing laws in

far as applicable, apply to and regulate tho proceedings 
and duties of the said board of county and State can¬ 
vassers, and of tlie county clerics and secretary of State, 
from the statements made to the board of State canvas¬ 
sers it shall determine whether a majority of the votes 
upon the questions submitted to the electors of the . 
State, os herein provided, lie in tlie affirmative or nega¬ 
tive. Tlie said board shall make a certificate ol such 
determination and shall deliver tho same to tho Secreta¬ 
ry of State, who shall file the same in this office. 

§ 5. If a majority of all tlie ballots indorsed “Ap¬ 
pointment or election of chief judge and associate judges 
of the court of appeals mid of justices of the supreme 
court” Bhall be in the affirmative, then tho said officers 
shall not aftor the election bo elective, but, as vacancies 
occur, they shall be filled by appointmeut by the gover¬ 
nor, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, 
or if tho Senate be not in session by the Governor; 
but in such case lie shall nominate to the sen¬ 
ate, when next convened, and such appointment by the 
governor alone shall expire at tho end of that session; 
but if the majority of said ballots so indorsed be in tlie 
negative, then the'said officers shall bo elected, os here¬ 
tofore. If a majorityof tho ballots indorsed “Appointment 
or election of judges of city and county courta”shall con¬ 
tain on the inside tlie question as herein before provi¬ 
ded, answerd in the affirmative, then the said officers 
mentioned in the said question shall not after said elec¬ 
tion be elective, but as vacancies occur they shall bo fill¬ 
ed by appointment by the governor, by and with tho 
advice and consent of tho senate, or if the senate be not 
in session, by the governor ; but in such case ho shall 
nominate to the senate, when next convened, and such 
appointment by the governor alone shall expire at the 
end of that session; but if a majority of the ballots so 
indorsed shall be answered in the negativo, then tho 
stdd officers shall be elected as heretofore. 

Stic, IS. It shall l>e the duty of tlie Secretary of State

Avery were on the Committee of Ar¬ 
rangements, as the people here seem to 
recognize no distinction between the 
deaf-mutes and the bearing people. Many 
of the old graduates of the Institution 
will remember Miss Avery. She is just 
as lively as ever. Our ride to the lake 
was accomplished without any accident 
or incident worthy of note, only one 
lady, when she reached the wood through 
which we drove to the lake, insisted 
upon footing the rest of the distance, 
fearing to ride in an omnibus over the 
rough road. As soon as we reached the 
shore, the numerous row boats were at a 
premium lor the time, and one could see 
here and there, all over the broad sheet 
of water, boats filled with fair ladies and 
gay, laughing young girls, while the 
boys, more venturesome than others.
